TIO TITO ’S SUBLIME LIME BAR COOKIES 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


‘/2 cup finely- chopped coconut (measure after chopping — pack it down when 
you measure it) 

1 cup cold salted butter (2 sticks, 8 ounces, Zi pound) 

l A cup powdered (confectioners) sugar (no need to sift unless it’s got big 
lumps) 

2 cups all-purpose flour (pack it down when you measure it) 

4 beaten eggs (just whip them up with a fork) 

2 cups white (granulated) sugar 
% cup lime juice (freshly squeezed is best) 
cup vodka (I used Tito’s Handmade Vodka) 

Vi teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon baking powder 

‘/2 cup all-purpose flour (pack it down when you measure it) 


Powdered (confectioners) sugar to sprinkle on top 


Coconut Crust: 


To get your half-cup of finely-chopped coconut, you will need to put approximately 



3 /4 cup of shredded coconut in the bowl of a food processor. (The coconut will pack 
down more when it’s finely-chopped so you’ll need more of the stuff out of the 
package to get the half-cup you need for this recipe.) Chop the shredded coconut up 
finely with the steel blade. Pour it out into a bowl and measure out V 2 cup, packing it 
down when you measure it. Return the half-cup of finely chopped coconut to the food 
processor. (You can also do this by spreading out the shredded coconut on a 
cutting board and chopping it finely by hand.) 

Cut each stick of butter into eight pieces and arrange them in the bowl of the food 
processor on top of the chopped coconut. Sprinkle the powdered sugar and the flour 
on top of that. Zoop it all up with an on-and-off motion of the steel blade until it 
resembles coarse cornmeal. 

Prepare a 9-inch by 13-inch rectangular cake pan by spraying it with Pam or another 
nonstick cooking spray. Alternatively, for even easier removal, line the cake pan with 
heavy-duty foil and spray that with Pam. (Then all you have to do is lift the bar 
cookies out when they’re cool, peel off the foil, and cut them up into pieces.) 

Sprinkle the crust mixture into the prepared cake pan and spread it out with your 
fingers. Pat it down with a large spatula or with the palms of your impeccably clean 
hands. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: If your butter is a bit too soft, you may end up with a mass 
that balls up and clings to the food processor bowl. That’s okay. Just scoop it up 
and spread it out in the bottom of your prepared pan. (\bu can also do this in a 
bowl with a fork or a pie crust blender if you prefer.) 

Hannah’s 2 nd Note: Don’t wash your food processor quite yet. \bu’ll need it to 
make the lim e layer. (The same applies to your bowl and fork if you make the 
crust by hand.) 

Bake your coconut crust at 350 degrees F. for 15 minutes. While your crust is 
baking, prepare the lime layer. 


Lime Layer: 


Combine the eggs with the white sugar. (You can use your food processor and the 
steel blade to do this, or you can do it by hand in a bowl.) Add the lime juice, 
vodka, salt, and baking powder. Mix thoroughly. Add the flour and mix until 
everything is incorporated. (This mixture will be runny — it’s supposed to be.) 

When your crust has baked for 15 minutes, remove the pan from the oven and set it 
on a cold stovetop burner or a wire rack. Don’t shut off the oven! Just leave it on at 
350 degrees F. 

Pour the lime layer mixture on top of the crust you just baked. Use potholders to 
pick up the pan and return it to the oven. Bake your Sublime Lime Bar Cookies for an 
additional 30 minutes. 



Remove the pan from the oven and cool your lime bars in the pan on a cold stovetop 
burner or a wire rack. When the pan has cooled to room temperature, cover it with foil 
and refrigerate it until you’re ready to serve. 

Cut the bars into brownie-sized pieces, place them on a pretty platter, and sprinkle 
them lightly with powdered sugar. Yum! 

Hannah’s 3 rd Note: If you would prefer not to use alcohol in these bar cookies, 
simply substitute whole milk for the vodka. This recipe works both ways and I can 
honestly tell you that I’ve never met anyone who doesn’t like my Sublime Lime 
Bar Cookies!

TREASURE CHEST COOKIES 
(Lisa’s Aunt Nancy’s Babysitter’s Cookies) 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


The Cookie Dough: 


V 2 cup (1 stick, 4 ounces, 'A pound) salted butter, room temperature 

% cup powdered sugar (plus 1 and V 2 cups more for rolling the cookies in and making 
the glaze) 

% teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons vaAk (that’s Mf cup) 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 and V 2 cups all-purpose flour (pack it down when you measure it) 


The “Treasure”: 


Well-drained Maraschino cherries, chunks of well-drained canned pineapple, small 
pieces of chocolate, a walnut or pecan half, % teaspoon of any fruit jam, or any small 
soft candy or treat that will fit inside your cookie dough balls. 


The Topping: 


1 cup powdered (confectioners) sugar 



To make the cookie dough: Mix the softened butter and 3 /4 cup powdered sugar 
together in a medium-sized mixing bowl. Beat them until the mixture is light and fluffy. 

Add the salt and mix it in. 

Add the milk and the vanilla extract. Beat until they’re thoroughly blended. 

Add the flour in half-cup increments, mixing well after each addition. 

Divide the dough into 4 equal quarters. (You don’t have to weigh it or measure it, 
or anything like that. It’s not that critical.) 

Roll each quarter into a log shape and then cut each log into 6 even pieces. (The 
easy way to do this is to cut it in half first and then cut each half into thirds.) 

Roll the pieces into balls about the size of a walnut with its shell on, or a little 
larger. 

Flatten each ball with your impeccably clean hands. 

Wrap the dough around a “treasure” of your choice. If you use jam, don’t use over a 
quarter- teaspoon as it will leak out if there’s too much jam inside the dough ball. 

Pat the resulting “package” into a ball shape and place it on an ungreased cookie 
sheet, 12 balls to a standard-size sheet. Push the dough balls down just slightly so they 
don’t roll off on their way to your oven. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: I use baking sheets with sides and line them with parchment 
paper when I bake these with jam. If part of the jam leaks out, the parchment 
paper contains it and I don’t have sticky jam on my baking sheets or in the 
bottom of my oven. 

Bake the Treasure Chest Cookies at 350° F. for approximately 18 minutes, or until 
the bottom edge is just beginning to brown when you raise it with a spatula. 

Remove the cookies from the oven and allow them to cool on the sheets for about 5 
minutes. 

Place ‘/2 cup of powdered sugar in a small bowl. 

Place wax paper or parchment paper under the wire racks. 

Roll the still-warm cookies in the powdered sugar. The sugar will stick to the warm 
cookies. Coat them evenly and then return them to the wire racks to cool completely. 
(You’ll notice that the powdered sugar will “soak” into the warm cookie balls. 
That’s okay. You’re going to roll them in powdered sugar again for a final coat 
when they’re cool.) 

When the cookies are completely cool, place another ‘A cup powdered sugar in your 
bowl. Roll the cooled cookies in the powdered sugar again. Then transfer them to a 
cookie jar or another container and store them in a cool, dry place. 

Hannah’s 2 nd Note: I tried putting a couple of miniature marshmallows or half 
of a regular-size marshmallow in the center of my cookies for the “treasure”. It 
didn’t work. The marshmallows in the center completely melted away. 

Lisa’s Note: I’m going to try my Treasure Chest Cookies with a roll of Rollo’s 
next time I make them. Herb just adores those chocolate covered soft caramels. 
He wants me to try the miniature Reese’s Pieces, too. 

Yield: 2 dozen delicious cookies that both kids and adults will love to eat.

It’s one of my favorite 
meals. And I saw the ketchup so I’m all set. I just love grilled cheese cut in quarters and dipped in 
ketchup.”

If you want some 
cookies for dessert, they’re in the cookie jar.”

It’s already ten after 
six. And don’t forget to buy that lottery ticket before you come back.” 



CHIP CHIP HOORA Y COOKIES 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


1 and ‘A cups softened butter (3 sticks, 3 A pound, 12 ounces ) 

1 and % cups white (granulated) sugar 

2 large egg yolks (Save the whites in a small, covered plastic container to 
make Angel Kiss Cookies or Angel Pillow Cookies) 

Vi teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

2 and A cups all-purpose flour (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 

1 and A cups finely crushed plain regular potato chips (measure AFTER 
crushing — I used Lay’s, put them in a plastic zip-lock bag and crushed 
them with my hands) 

% cup white chocolate chips (I used Nestle Premium White) 

Ya cup semi- sweet chocolate chips (I used Nestle) 

34 cup white (granulated) sugar for dipping 


Hannah’s 1 st Note: Use regular potato chips, the thin salty ones. Don’t use 
baked chips, or rippled chips, or chips with the peels on, or kettle fried, or 
flavored, or anything that’s supposed to be better for you than those wonderfully 
greasy, salty old-fashioned crunchy potato chips. 

Lisa’s Note: I made these for the 4th of July picnic at Eden Lake and rolled 



them in a combination of white, red, and blue sugar. 

In a large mixing bowl, beat the butter, sugar, egg yolks, salt, and vanilla extract 
until the mixture is light and fluffy. (You can do this by hand, but it’s a lot easier 
with an electric mixer.) 

Add the flour in one-half cup increments, mixing well after each addition. 

Add the crushed potato chips and mix well. 

Take the bowl out of the mixer and add the white and semi-sweet chips by hand. 
Stir them in so that they are evenly distributed. 

Form one-inch dough balls with your hands and place them on an UNGREASED 
cookie sheet, 12 to a standard- sized sheet. (As an alternative, you can line your 
cookie sheets with parchment paper.) 

Place the sugar in a small bowl. Spray the flat bottom of a drinking glass with Pam 
or another nonstick cooking spray, dip it in the sugar, and use it to flatten each dough 
ball. (Dip the glass in the sugar for each cookie ball.) 

Bake your cookies at 350 degrees F., for 10 to 12 minutes, or until the cookies are 
starting to turn golden at the edges. (Mine took the full 12 minutes.) 

Let the Chip Chip Hooray Cookies cool on the cookie sheet for 2 minutes and then 
remove them to a wire rack to cool completely. (If you used parchment paper, all 
you have to do is pull it over to the wire rack and let the cookies cool right on the 
paper.) 

Yield: Approximately 6 to 7 dozen crunchy, shortbread-like cookies, depending on 
cookie size.

GRANDMA ’S BUTTERMILK PIE 



Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the center position. 


Before you start, prepare one of the following: 

Graham cracker crust (either make your own, or buy one at the store) 

Shortbread cookie crust (either make your own, or buy one at the store) 

9-inch deep-dish pie shell baked according to package directions 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: Sally said her chef’s grandmother preferred this pie in a 
graham cracker crust. Personally, I like it in any of the above crusts. 


6 Tablespoons ( 3 A stick, 3 ounces) salted butter, room temperature 

1 cup brown sugar (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 

2 large eggs, separated (the yolks in one bowl and the whites in another) 

% cup all-purpose flour (pack it down when you measure it) 

1 Tablespoon fresh lemon or lime juice (Sally says her chef’s grandmother 
used lemon juice in the winter and lime juice in the summer — she doesn’t 
know why) 

% teaspoon nutmeg (freshly grated is so much better!) 

% teaspoon cardamom (if you don’t have it, use more nutmeg instead) 

% teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 cup buttermilk, room temperature (if you don ’. t want to wait for your 
buttermilk to warm up to room temperature, pour it into a microwave-safe 
measuring cup and heat it for 20 seconds on HIGH in the microwave.) 


Use a medium- size mixing bowl to combine the butter and the sugar. Beat them until 
the sugar is completely incorporated and the mixture is light and fluffy. 

Hannah’s 2 nd Note: Sally uses an electric mixer when she does this. \bu can 
also do it by hand, but it takes a bit of muscle. 

If you haven’t done so already, separate the whites of the eggs from the yolks. Add 
only the egg yolks to the mixture and beat well. 

Add the flour, lemon or lime juice, nutmeg, cardamom, salt, and vanilla extract. Mix 
them in thoroughly. The resulting mixture should be smooth with no lumps. 

With the mixer running, add the buttermilk a bit at a time, pouring slowly and mixing 
it in until it is incorporated. 

Use another bowl to whip the egg whites until they form soft peaks. (Soft peaks 
droop at the tips when you stop mixing and raise the whisk or beaters.) 



When the egg whites have formed soft peaks, it’s time to “temper” them with the 
heavier mixture. You do this by pouring a small amount of buttermilk pie batter into 
the bowl of whipped egg whites and folding it in gently, just until it’s incorporated. 

Hannah’s 3 rd Note: I use a rubber spatula to do this. The object is to 
incorporate the buttermilk batter, but to leave as much air as possible in the 
whipped egg whites. 

Now it’s time to reverse directions. Pick up the bowl with the tempered egg whites 
and fold them gently into the buttermilk mixture. Fold only until the egg whites have 
been incorporated. Again, your goal is to preserve as much air as possible in the 
mixture. 

Pour the final mixture into the baked pie shell, smoothing the top if needed. 

Bake the Buttermilk Pie at 350 degrees F. for 45 to 50 minutes, or until the filling is 
lightly browned and barely moves when the pie is jiggled (with potholders , of 
course). 

Cool your pie on a cold stovetop burner or a wire rack until it reaches room 
temperature. 

This pie can be served warm, or at room temperature. 

Refrigerate any leftovers. 

Hannah’s 4 th Note: When Sally serves this pie at the Lake Eden Inn, she 
centers the wedges on pie plates and decorates the rim of the pie plate with 
raspberry sauce and lemon or lime sauce. She also brings a bowl with sweetened, 
whipped cream to the table. When I serve it at home, I don’t get that fancy. I 
simply place a min t leaf on top of each slice, and I double the recipe when I serve 
it to Mother. Even though it’s not chocolate, she’s crazy about it! Perhaps it’s 
because she’s always wanted to be a Southern Belle. And PLEASE don’t tell her 
I said that!

“Shhh!” Delores hissed. “It’s right near the bottom and it’s wrapped in foil. All you have to do is 
pull it out.”

CREAM CHEESE AND HERB SCONES 


Preheat oven to 425 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


3 cups all-purpose flour (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 

2 teaspoons cream of tartar (this is important) 

1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 teaspoon salt 

A cup salted butter, softened to room temperature (1 stick, 4 ounces, 'A pound) 

8 ounces (by weight, not volume) whipped cream cheese at room temperature (I 
used Philadelphia brand, which is also 8 ounces by volume) 

6.5-ounce (by weight) package Boursin Cheese with Herbs at room temperature 
(one package) 

2 large eggs, beaten (just whip them up in a glass with a fork) 

1 cup sour cream 


In a mixing bowl, combine the flour, cream of tartar, baking powder, baking soda, 
and salt. Mix thoroughly. 

Mix in bits of salted butter with two forks or a piecrust blender, just as you would 
for piecrust dough. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: If you have a food processor, you can use it to do this. Cut 
Vi cup COLD salted butter into 8 chunks. Layer the chunks of butter with the dry 
ingredients in the bowl of the food processor. Process with the steel blade in an 



on-and-off motion until the mixture is the texture of cornmeal. Transfer the 
mixture to a mixing bowl and proceed to the next step. 

Check your cheeses. If they haven’t come up to room temperature, take them out of 
the packages, put them in a microwave- safe bowl, and soften them on HIGH for 20 
seconds or so. Then take them out and add the beaten eggs and sour cream. Mix 
everything together thoroughly. 

Add the cheese, egg, and sour cream mixture to the dry ingredients. Stir the dough 
with a fork until everything is thoroughly combined. The resulting mixture should be 
roughly the consistency of cottage cheese. 

Use a large spoon to drop the biscuits onto an ungreased baking sheet. You can 
make 12 very large scones, 24 medium sized scones, or 4 to 5 dozen mini scones. 

(You can bake one sheet at a time with this dough — it’ll be fine in the bowl for a 
half-hour or so while you wait for the first batch to bake.) 

Hannah’s 2 nd Note: I line my baking sheets with parchment paper for easy 
removal. 

If your scones look a little ragged around the edges, wet your fingers and shape 
them into rounds. 

Bake the scones at 425 degrees F. for 14 to 16 minutes for very large scones, 12 to 
14 minutes for medium-sized scones, or 8 to 10 minutes for mini scones baked in 
miniature cupcake tins sprayed with Pam or another nonstick cooking spray. To test 
for doneness, touch them with the back of a spoon to see if they’re “set” on top. 

Hannah’s 3 rd Note: DON’T OVERBAKE these scones. That will make them 
dry. My very large scones took a total of 15 minutes, the medium-sized scones 
took 14 minutes, and the m ini scones in the miniature cupcake tins took 9 
minutes. The rule of thumb here is that if they look done, they are done. 

Cool the scones for at least 5 minutes on the cookie sheets, and then remove them 
with a spatula. (If you used parchment paper, all you have to do is pull the paper 
off the baking sheet and peel off the scones.) The mini scones in the miniature 
cupcake tins should cool for at least 8 minutes before you remove them. 

Serve the scones in a towel-lined basket so that they stay warm. 

Yield: Makes 12 very large scones, 24 medium-sized scones, or 4 to 5 dozen mini 
scones. These scones are simply delicious served with extra cream cheese, capers, 
and smoked salmon. 

Hannah’s 4 th Note: To serve m ini scones as appetizers, simply cool them and 
cut them in half horizontally. Top them with more cream cheese, press on a few 
capers, and place a small slice of smoked salmon on top. \bu can either serve 
them that way, or spread a little more cream cheese on the top half and use it to 
make a min i sandwich the way Sally does. 


FETTUCCINI “PORCINI” 
(Australian Fettuccini) 



Trudi’s 1 st Note: We just returned from a trip to Australia. This is my version 
of a recipe we experienced in Sydney. It’s easy to make and a wonderful flavor. 


For the Pasta: 


Prepare a package of your favorite brand fettuccini pasta as instructed on the 
package. Use the size that serves 4. When the pasta is cooked, drain it, give it a stir to 
keep it from sticking together, cover it loosely with foil and set it aside on a cold 
burner to wait for its yummy sauce. 


For the Sauce: 


% pound bacon (regular sliced, not thick) 

V 2 pound (8 ounces) fresh mushrooms sliced, or chopped 

V 2 cup chopped onions (regular yellow onions or green onions — if you use 
green onions, you can use up to 2 inches of the stem) 

4-inch square of fresh salmon filet 

1 5 -ounce (approximate — if it’s a bit more, that’s okay) jar of prepared 
Alfredo sauce 


Pan fry the bacon until it’s crispy and lift it out of the fat with a slotted spoon to 
drain it on paper towels. 

Use the remaining bacon fat in the pan to fry the mushrooms until they are very well 
done. 

Add the onions to the pan and continue to fry until the onions are translucent and 
fully cooked. 

Cut the raw salmon into cubes and add it to the pan. Fry it until the salmon is fully 
cooked. 

Add the drained bacon pieces to the pan and add the Alfredo sauce. Stir everything 
together until it’s well-combined and heated through. 

Arrange the pasta you’ve cooked on 4 plates. Ladle the delicious mixture in the 
frying pan over the pasta and serve to rave reviews! 



Trudi’s 2 nd Note: The porcini is in quotes because I’m sure the restaurant used 
them, but regular mushrooms work just as well and are easier on the budget. 

Fresh salmon works great but since it sort of falls apart in the cooking anyway, 
you probably could use canned or packaged salmon and get the same results. 

If you prefer, you could also use packaged Alfredo sauce mix and prepare it 
yourself. 


RUMMY TUM TUM CAKE 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


1 box chocolate cake mix (the size that makes a 9-inch by 13-inch cake) (DO 
NOT use cake mix with pudding in it because your cake will stick to the 
pan. I used Devil’s Food Cake Mix when I tested this.) 

1 box chocolate instant pudding mix (NOT sugar-free — the size that makes 4 
half-cup servings) 

Vi cup vegetable oil 

1 cup sour cream 

34 cup rum (I used Appleton ’s Rum) 

2 teaspoons rum extract (If your store doesn ’t have this, you can use vanilla 
extract instead) 

4 large eggs 

6-ounce package semi-sweet chocolate chips (approximately 1 cup) 


Spray a Bundt pan with Pam or another nonstick cooking spray. Make sure to spray 
the little tube in the middle so the cake won’t stick to that. 

Place the dry chocolate cake mix and the dry chocolate pudding mix in the bowl of 
an electric mixer. Beat them together on low speed until they’re combined. 

Add the vegetable oil, sour cream, rum, and rum extract. Beat on LOW speed until 
thoroughly mixed. 

Mix in the eggs, one at a time on MEDIUM speed, beating after each addition. When 
you’re through, this batter should be nice and fluffy. If it’s not, turn the mixer up to 
HIGH and beat for 2 additional minutes. 

Take the bowl out of the mixer and add the chocolate chips by hand. Don’t over- 
stir. You want to keep as much air as possible in the batter. 

Spoon the batter into the prepared Bundt pan. Smooth the top with a rubber spatula. 

Bake the cake at 350 degrees F. for 50 minutes or until a cake tester or a thin 



wooden skewer inserted in the center of the ring comes out clean. (Mine took 53 
minutes.) 

Cool the Rummy Turn Turn Cake for 20 minutes on a cold stovetop burner or a wire 
rack. 

After 20 minutes, loosen the edges of the cake with a knife. Don’t forget to run the 
knife around the tube in the center of the Bundt pan to loosen that, as well. 

Invert a cake plate on top of the Bundt pan, flip the Bundt pan and the cake plate 
over, and unmold the cake. Let it cool completely on the plate before frosting it with 
Rummy Turn Turn Chocolate Frosting. 

Hannah’s Note: If you would prefer not to use alcohol in this cake, simply 
substitute Y* cup light cream for the rum. It’s yummy that way, too. 


RUMMY TUM TUM CHOCOLATE FROSTING 


Vi cup (1 stick, ’A pound, 4 ounces) salted butter 
1 cup white (granulated) sugar 
Y$ cup rum (I used Appleton ’s Rum) 

Vi cup chocolate chips 

1 teaspoon rum extract (or vanilla extract if you can ’t find rum extract) 
‘/2 to 1 cup powdered (confectioner’s) sugar (I used a total of 3 A cup) 


Place the butter, sugar, and rum into a medium-size saucepan. Bring the mixture to a 
boil, stirring constantly. Turn down the heat to medium and cook for two minutes. 

Add the half-cup chocolate chips, stir them in, and remove the saucepan from the 
heat. 

Stir in the rum extract. 

Let the frosting cool to room temperature. If it hasn’t thickened enough, add enough 
powdered sugar to bring it to spreading consistency. (I started with 'A cup powdered 
sugar, but had to add another 'A cup to make my frosting the right consistency.) 

Frost the cake and don’t forget the inside of the little crater in the middle. That’s an 
added bonus for frosting lovers. 

Put the whole cake into the refrigerator so that the frosting hardens completely. 
Cover it loosely with foil if you intend to refrigerate it for more than 2 hours. 


Hannah’s Note: If you would prefer not to use alcohol in this frosting, simply 
substitute Yi cup light cream for the rum.

WINNIE’S FRESH BLACKBERRY PIE (“Black be arc! Pie”) 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: Winnie told me to decide which top I wanted to have on my 
Fresh Blackberry Pie before I started. There are THREE ways to top your pie. 

The Latticework Crust on top (like the one pictured on the cover) takes the 
most time and is the most difficult to do. Written instructions are confusing. 
There is a lattice cutter that you can order from cooking catalogues. That looks 
nice, but it’s not woven. \bu can also use my friend Trudi’s shortcut. She cuts 
little leaves out of piecrust and arranges them in lines that crisscross on top of 
her pies. If you choose to do a lattice top, you will need two rounds of piecrust to 
make this pie. 

The French Crumble is easy and you need ONLY ONE round of piecrust if you 
decide to use it. 

The Crust with the Slits cut in it is the easiest and fastest as long as you buy 
ready-made frozen pie crusts. You will need two rounds of piecrust for this top. 


a package of 2 frozen 8-inch deep dish piecrusts (or make your own from your 
favorite recipe) 

3 heaping cups whole blackberries (approximately 3 grocery square berry 
boxes) 

3 /4 cup white (granulated) sugar % cup all-purpose flour (pack it down in the 
cup when you measure it) 

% teaspoon ground nutmeg (freshly ground is best, of course) 

Vi teaspoon ground cinnamon (if it’s been sitting in your cupboard for years, 
buy fresh! — cinnamon loses its flavor when it’s old) 

% teaspoon salt 

V 2 stick cold salted butter fA cup, 2 ounces, % pound) 


Prepare your crust(s) according to the following instructions: 

If you decided to use homemade piecrust, roll out one round and use it to line an 8- 
inch deep-dish pie pan (or a 9-inch regular pie pan). 

If you bought frozen piecrusts, leave one right in its pan and let it thaw on the 
counter. You’ll use that for the bottom crust. If you decided to make the top Crust with 
Slits, loosen the second crust a bit in its pan, but leave it in the pan on the counter to 



thaw. If you decided to use the French Crumble top, return that second frozen piecrust 
to your freezer for the next time you bake a pie. 

Rinse the blackberries, pat them dry with a paper towel, and put them in a large 
bowl. 

Mix the sugar, flour, nutmeg, cinnamon, and salt together in a small bowl. 

Dump the small bowl with the dry ingredients on top of the blackberries and toss 
them to coat the berries. (Again, use your fingers and be as gentle as you can. You 
don V want the berries to break open so the juice runs out. There will be enough 
juice given off when your pie bakes.) 

Place a layer of coated blackberries in the bottom of the pan lined with piecrust. 
Arrange them with your fingers if there are any noticeable gaps. (You want a nice 
foundation for the rest of the berries.) 

Place the rest of the coated berries in the pie pan. There should be enough to mound 
the top slightly. (These berries will fill in and settle during baking.) 

There will probably be some leftover dry ingredients at the bottom of the bowl you 
used to mix the berries. Just sprinkle the remainder of the dry ingredients on top of the 
blackberries in the pie pan. 

Cut the cold butter into 4 pieces and then cut those pieces in half. Place the pieces 
on top of the blackberries just as if you were dotting the blackberries with butter. 

Top your pie with your choice of the Latticework Crust, the Crust with the Slits, or 
the French Crumble. 


The Latticework Crust: 


You’re on your own with this one! 


The Crust with Slits: 


If you used a frozen piecrust, simply tip the pan it came in upside down over the 
berries in the bottom crust. Smooth it out with your impeccably clean fingers. 

Squeeze the edges from the top crust and the edges from the bottom crust together. 
(Use a little water for “glue” if the crust just won ’t cooperate.) 

With a sharp knife, cut 4 slits in the top crust about 3 inches long, starting near the 
middle of the pie and extending down toward the sides of the pie. (This is a very 
important step. Not only does it let out the steam when the pie bakes, releasing a 
delicious aroma thatll have the neighbors knocking at your door, it also provides 
a way to sneak in those pieces of butter you forgot to put on the blackberries 



before you covered your pie with the top crust. Don ’t laugh. I’ve done it.) 


The French Crumble: 


1 cup all-purpose flour 

‘/2 cup cold butter (1 stick, 4 ounces, 'A pound) 

V 2 cup brown sugar (pack it down when you measure it) 


Put the flour into the bowl of a food processor with the steel blade attached. Cut the 
stick of butter into 8 pieces and add them to the bowl. Cover with the V 2 cup of firmly- 
packed brown sugar. 

Process with the steel blade in an on and off motion until the resulting mixture is in 
uniform small pieces. 

Remove the mixture from the food processor and place it in a bowl. 

Pat handfuls of the French Crumble in a mound over your pie. With a sharp knife, 
poke several slits near the top to let out the steam. 

Winnie’s 1 st Note: If you used the Latticework Crust or the Crust with the 
Slits, you can make your pie look prettier by brushing a little water, milk, or 
cream on top of the crust and then sprinkling it with a little bit of white sugar. 
This will give it a sugary crunch with every bite. 

Bake your Fresh Blackberry Pie at 350 degrees F. for 50 to 60 minutes (mine took 
55 minutes), or until the top crust or the French Crumble is a nice golden brown and 
the blackberries are tender when you pierce one with the tip of a sharp knife. 

Cool your pie on a cold stove burner or a wire rack. This pie can be served warm 
with ice cream or sweetened whipped cream, or cold right out of the refrigerator. 

Be sure to refrigerate any leftover pie. (I’ve made this pie countless times and 
there have NEVER been any leftovers!) 

Winnie’s 2 nd Note: My grandson calls this “Bluebeard Pie” because he’s crazy 
about pirates.

FRESH BLACKBERRY COOKIES 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 

Hannah’s Note: Winnie told Lisa that this recipe came from her daughter, 
Gina, who lives in Seattle. Gina developed this recipe while she was still at home 
on the ranch. 


1 cup fresh blackberries (you can also use frozen) 

1 cup white (granulated) sugar 

Vi cup salted butter, softened (1 stick, 4 ounces, % pound) 

1 teaspoon baking power 
‘A teaspoon salt 

1 and ‘A teaspoons grated lemon zest (zest is the yellow part of the peel) 

1 large egg 

2 cups all-purpose flour (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 



% cup milk 


Rinse and thoroughly dry the blackberries. You can do this in a strainer and let them 
dry while you mix up the cookie dough. (If you ’ re using frozen blackberries, you 
don V have to rinse them — just put them in a strainer and let them thaw.) 

Prepare your baking sheets by lining them with parchment paper and then spraying 
the paper with Pam or another nonstick cooking spray. 

Place the white sugar and the softened salted butter in the bowl of an electric mixer. 
Beat them together until they are light and fluffy. 

Add the baking powder, salt, and grated lemon zest. Mix them in thoroughly. 

Add the egg and mix until it is completely incorporated. 

Add one cup of flour to your bowl. Mix it in. 

Add the milk to your bowl. Mix that in. 

Add the rest of the flour and mix until all the ingredients except the blackberries are 
combined. 

Turn off the mixer, take out the bowl, and set it on the counter. 

Pat the strained blackberries with a paper towel until they are thoroughly dry. 

Add them to the dough in the bowl and gently fold them in with a rubber spatula. 
The goal here is to keep as many whole, uncrushed berries as possible. Some will 
crush and juice. It’s inevitable. Don’t despair because that is what will give your 
cookies streaks of lovely purple color. 

Drop the cookies by teaspoonful onto the parchment covered cookie sheet, 12 
cookies to a standard-size sheet. (Lisa and I use a 2-teaspoon cookie scoop to make 
these down at The Cookie Jar.) 

Bake the Fresh Blackberry Cookies at 375 degrees F., for 12 to 15 minutes or until 
they are a light, golden brown color. 

Yield: 4 to 5 dozen, depending on cookie size.

ORANGE CRISPS 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees L., rack in the middle position. 


1 cup melted butter (2 sticks, 8 ounces, Vz pound) 

2 cups white {granulated) sugar 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

‘/2 teaspoon salt 
2 teaspoons baking soda 

2 large eggs, beaten (just whip them up in a glass with a fork) 

2 and !4 cups all-purpose flour (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 

1 cup chopped nuts (measure AFTER chopping — any nut you like will do — I 
used walnuts) 

Zest from one orange (zest is the finely grated orange part of the peel) 

2 cups GROUND dry oatmeal (measure BEFORE grinding — I used Quaker’s 



Quick 1-Minute and zooped it up in my food processor with the steel 
blade) 


Melt the butter in a large microwave- safe bowl on HIGH for one minute. Let it sit 
for a few seconds and then stir it to see if it’s melted. If the butter has not melted, heat 
it again in increments of 20 seconds until it’s melted. 

Let the butter cool to room temperature. 

Add the white sugar to the butter and beat until the mixture is thoroughly 
incorporated. 

Mix in the vanilla extract, salt, and baking soda. Mix well. 

Stir in the beaten eggs. 

Add the flour in half-cup increments, mixing after each addition. 

Mix in the chopped nuts. Try to distribute them evenly. You want some in each 
cookie. 

Add the zest from one orange and mix it in thoroughly. 

If you haven’t already done so, measure your oatmeal and grind it with a food 
grinder, or in a food processor with the steel blade until it’s the consistency of coarse 
sand. 

Add the ground oatmeal to your bowl and mix it in. (If you ’ re not using an electric 
mixer, this will take a little muscle since the resulting dough will be fairly stiff ) 

Roll walnut-sized dough balls with your hands and place them on a cookie sheet 
sprayed with Pam or another nonstick cooking spray, 12 cookie balls to a standard 
sheet. You can also line your cookie sheets with parchment paper and spray that if 
you’d prefer. 

If your dough is too sticky to roll, place the bowl in the refrigerator for thirty 
minutes and then try again. 

Once the dough balls are on the cookie sheet, press them down with the tines of a 
fork in a crisscross pattern (the way you’d do with peanut butter cookies.) 

Bake at 375 degrees F. for 10 minutes. Cool the cookies on the cookie sheet for 2 
minutes and then remove them to a wire rack to cool completely. 

Yield: 6 to 7 dozen delicious cookies, depending on cookie size. 


CHOCOLATE ORANGE CRISPS 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 

Follow the instructions for Orange Crisps EXCEPT: 

Reduce the cup of chopped nuts to one-half cup of chopped nuts. 

Add one cup of miniature semi- sweet chocolate chips (a 6-ounce bag) right after 
you mix in the chopped nuts. Then proceed as directed. 



Yield: 7 to 8 dozen delicious cookies that Delores adores.

AIRY BERRY COOKIES 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


1 and V 2 cups rolled oats (uncooked dry oatmeal — use the old-fashioned kind 
that takes 5 minutes to cook, not the quick 1-minute variety) 

V 2 cup salted butter (1 stick, 4 ounces, 'A pound) 

% cup white (granulated) sugar 
1 teaspoon baking powder 

1 teaspoon flour (that’s not a misprint — it’s only one teaspoon!) 

V 2 teaspoon salt 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 large egg, beaten (just whip it up in a glass with a fork) 

V 2 cup sweetened dried cranberries (I used Craisins) 



Vi cup white chocolate chips (I used Ghirardelli’s) 


Measure the oatmeal and place it in a medium- sized bowl. 

Melt the butter and pour it over the oatmeal. Stir until it’s thoroughly mixed. 

In a small bowl, combine the white sugar, baking powder, flour, and salt. Mix well. 

Add the sugar mixture to the oatmeal mixture and blend them together thoroughly. 

Mix in the vanilla extract. 

Add the beaten egg and stir until everything is combined. 

Mix in the half-cup of sweetened dried cranberries. Then add the white chocolate 
chips and stir them in thoroughly. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: I once used cherry-flavored Craisins in these cookies. That 
means I had to rename them Airy Cherry-Berry Cookies. 

Line cookie sheets with foil, shiny side up. Spray the foil lightly with Pam or 
another nonstick cooking spray. 

Drop the cookie dough by rounded teaspoonful onto the foil, leaving space for 
spreading. Don’t crowd these cookies together. Place no more than 6 or 8 cookies on 
each cookie sheet. 

Hannah’s 2nd Note: Lisa and I use a 2-teaspoon cookie scoop to form these 
cookies down at The Cookie Jar. It’s the perfect size. 

Bake your Airy Berry Cookies at 350 degrees F. for 12 minutes. Remove them from 
the oven and cool them on the cookie sheet for 5 minutes. 

Pull the foil off the cookie sheet and onto a wire rack. 

Let the cookies cool completely on the sheet of foil before you try to remove them. 

When the cookies are completely cool, peel them carefully from the foil and store 
them in a cool, dry place. (Your refrigerator is NOT a dry place.) 

If you want to dress up these cookies for special company, wait until they’re cool 
and then drizzle them with melted chocolate chips mixed with juice, milk, or a berry 
or coffee liqueur. The recipe is below: 


CHOC OLA TE DRIZZLE 


Vi cup semi-sweet chocolate chips (or milk chocolate chips, or white chocolate 
chips — it’s your choice) 

6 Tablespoons juice, milk, or liqueur 



Before you start, lay out sheets of wax paper and place the completely cooled 
cookies close together on the wax paper. 

Place the chips and the liquid you chose in a microwave- safe bowl and heat them 
on HIGH for 30 seconds. 

Let the bowl sit for at least 1 5 seconds and then stir it smooth with a spoon or a 
heat-resistant spatula. If you can’t stir it smooth and the chips are still lumpy, 
microwave the mixture in 20-second intervals until you can stir it smooth. 

Check the consistency of your mixture. If it’s too thick to drizzle, add additional 
liquid until it’s the proper drizzling consistency. If it’s too thin, add a few more chips 
and microwave again until those are melted and can be stirred into the drizzling 
mixture. 

Place the bowl right next to the wax paper with the cookies and use a big spoon to 
drizzle the cookies with lines of chocolate sweetness. You can go all one way to make 
parallel lines or you can drizzle lines that crisscross each other. The design is up to 
you. 

Let the chocolate drizzle harden on top of the cookies and then store them between 
sheets of wax paper in a cool, dry place. 


Yield: One batch of Airy Berry Cookies makes about 2 and !4 dozen cookies.

CHOCOLATE HAZELNUT CRACKLES 
(Nutella Cookies) 



Preheat oven to 375 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


1 cup melted butter (2 sticks, 8 ounces, Vi pound) 

2 cups brown sugar (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

1 and ‘A teaspoons baking soda 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
‘/2 teaspoon salt 

1 cup Nutella (like peanut butter, but made with chocolate and hazelnuts) 

2 beaten eggs (just whip them up with a fork) 



3 cups all-purpose flour (no need to sift) 


Microwave the butter in a microwave- safe mixing bowl to melt it. Add the brown 
sugar and the vanilla. Stir until it’s blended, then add the baking soda, baking powder 
and salt. Mix well. 

Measure out the Nutella. (I spray the inside of my measuring cup with Pam so it 
won ’t stick.) Add it to the bowl and mix it in. 

Pour in the beaten eggs and stir them in. 

Add the flour and mix until all the ingredients are thoroughly blended. 

Form the dough into walnut-sized balls and arrange them on a greased cookie sheet, 
12 to a standard sheet. (If the dough is too sticky to form into balls, chill it for a 
half-hour or so and try again.) 

Push the dough balls down just a tiny bit so they won’t roll off the sheet when you 
slide them into the oven. (Yes, that’s happened to me — it’s a horrible mess, even 
with a self-cleaning oven!) 

Bake at 375 degrees F. for 8 to 10 minutes. The balls will flatten out, all by 
themselves. 

Cool the cookies on the cookie sheet for 2 minutes and then remove them to a wire 
rack to finish cooling. 

Yield: 5 to 6 dozen chocolaty, nutty treats, depending on cookie size.

BACON, EGG, AND CHEDDAR CHEESE TOAST CUPS 


Preheat oven to 400 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


6 slices bacon (regular sliced, not thick sliced) 

4 Tablespoons (2 ounces, Vi stick) salted butter, softened 

6 slices soft white bread 

A cup grated cheddar cheese 

6 large eggs 

Salt and pepper to taste 


Cook the 6 slices of bacon in a frying pan over medium heat for 6 minutes or until 
the bacon is firmed up and the edges are slightly brown, but the strips are still pliable. 
They won’t be completely cooked, but that’s okay. They will finish cooking in the 
oven. Place the partially-cooked bacon on a plate lined with paper towels to drain it. 

Generously coat the inside of 6 muffin cups with half of the softened butter. 

Butter one side of the bread with the rest of the butter but stop slightly short of the 
crusts. Lay the bread out on a sheet of wax paper or a bread board butter side up. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: \bu will be wasting a bit of butter here, but it’s easier than 
cutting rounds of bread first and trying to butter them after they’re cut. 

Using a round cookie cutter that’s three and a half inches (3 and Vi inches) in 
diameter, cut circles out of each slice of bread. 



Hannah’s 2 nd Note: If you don’t have a 3.5 inch cookie cutter, you can use the top 
rim of a standard size drinking glass to do this. 

Place the bread rounds butter side down inside the muffin pans, pressing them down 
gently being careful not to tear them as they settle into the bottom of the cup. If one 
does tear, cut a patch from the buttered bread that is left and place it, buttered side 
down, over the tear. 

Curl a piece of bacon around the top of each piece of bread, positioning it between 
the bread and the muffin tin. This will help to keep the bacon in a ring shape. 

Sprinkle shredded cheese in the bottom of each muffin cup, dividing the cheese as 
equally as you can between the 6 muffin cups. 

Crack an egg into a small measuring cup (I use a half -cup measure) with a spout, 
making sure to keep the yolk intact. 

Hannah’s 3 rd Note: If you break a yolk, don’t throw the whole egg away. Just 
slip it in a small covered container which you will refrigerate and use for 
scrambled eggs the next morning, or for that batch of cookies you’ll make in the 
next day or two. 

Pour the egg carefully into the bottom of one of the muffin cups. 

Repeat this procedure for all the eggs, cracking them one at a time and pouring them 
into the remaining muffin cups. 

When every muffin cup has bread, bacon, cheese and egg, season with a little salt 
and pepper. 

Bake the filled toast cups for 6 to 10 minutes, depending on how firm you want the 
yolks. (Naturally, a longer baking time yields a harder yolk.) 

Run the blade of a knife around the edge of each muffin cup, remove the Bacon, Egg, 
and Cheddar Cheese Toast Cups, and serve immediately. 

Hannah’s 4 th Note: These are a bit tricky the first time you make them. That’s 
just “beginner nerves”. Once you’ve made them successfully, they’re really quite 
easy to do and extremely impressive to serve for a brunch. 

Yield: 6 servings (or 3 servings if you’re fixing them for Mike and Norman).

GRAHAM CRACKER CAKE 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


V 2 cup salted butter, softened (1 stick, 4 ounces, % pound) 

3 /4 cup white (granulated) sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 large eggs 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
% teaspoon salt 

2 and % cups graham cracker crumbs 
1 cup whole milk 

1 cup chopped nuts (measure after chopping — I used walnuts) 

8 and 3 A ounce can crushed pineapple WITH juice 
% cup white (granulated) sugar 


Hannah’s Note: \bu can either crush your own graham cracker crumbs by 
placing graham crackers in a bag and rolling the bag with a rolling pin, crushing 
them in the food processor by using the steel blade, or you can buy ready-made 
graham cracker crumbs at the store. 

Spray a 9-inch square baking pan with Pam or another nonstick cooking spray and 
sprinkle the inside with flour. Shake out excess flour. You may also use Pam spray for 
baking, which contains a coating of flour. Both will work well. 



In an electric mixer, cream the butter and the sugar, adding the sugar gradually with 
the mixer on MEDIUM speed. 

Add the vanilla extract and mix it in thoroughly. 

Beat in the eggs, one at a time, incorporating the first egg before you add the second. 

Add the baking powder and the salt, beating until they’re thoroughly mixed. 

Mix in half of the graham cracker crumbs with half of the milk. Beat well. 

Mix in the other half of the graham cracker crumbs with the remaining half of the 
milk. 

Remove the bowl from the mixer and fold in the chopped nuts by hand. 

Pour the Graham Cracker Cake batter into the prepared pan and smooth the top with 
a rubber spatula. 

Bake your cake at 350 degrees F. for 30 minutes. 

Take your cake out of the oven, turn off the oven, and place the cake on a wire rack 
to await its topping. 

In a saucepan on the stovetop, combine the contents of the can of crushed pineapple 
and juice with the white sugar. 

Cook the pineapple mixture over MEDIUM HIGH heat, stirring constantly until it 
boils. 

Turn the burner down to LOW and cook the pineapple mixture for an additional 10 
minutes, stirring frequently. 

Pour the hot pineapple sauce over the hot cake. Cool in the pan. 

Serve the Graham Cracker Cake with sweetened whipped cream or vanilla ice 


cream.

TRIPLE CHOCOLATE COOKIES 


Preheat oven to 325 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: This cookie recipe is from Michelle’s friend, Julia Meister. 
It won grand prize at a fair and if you bake it, you’ll know why! 


1 cup all-purpose flour (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 

% cup Dutch-process cocoa powder (if your store doesn ’t carry it, use the 
same dark cocoa powder you use for the following ingredient) 

% cup dark cocoa powder (such as Hershey’s Special Dark) 

Vi teaspoon baking soda 
% teaspoon salt 

V 2 cup salted butter (1 stick, 4 ounces, 'A pound) 

4 ounces bittersweet chocolate (I used Baker’s Bittersweet — 4 squares) 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 large eggs, beaten (just whip them up in a glass with a fork) 

1 and % cups white (granulated) sugar 



1 and V 2 cups bittersweet chocolate chips (I used Ghirardelli 60% cacao chips) 


Hannah’s 2 nd Note: Florence doesn’t carry Dutch process cocoa powder or 
dark chocolate cocoa powder down at the Red Owl. Not only that, she doesn’t 
carry any bittersweet chocolate, either in one-ounce squares or in chips. I wanted 
to make these right away so I used Hershey’s regular cocoa powder in place of 
the two cocoa powders, regular semi-sweet baking chocolate to melt with the 
butter, and regular chocolate chips. Despite all these substitutions, the cookies 
were still incredibly superior chocolate cookies. I made them again once I’d 
managed to find the Dutch process cocoa powder, the Hershey’s Dark Cocoa 
Powder, the bittersweet baking chocolate, and the bittersweet chocolate chips. 
The resulting flavor was deeper, darker, and absolutely marvelous. My point here 
is that even if you can’t find some of the ingredients at your store, this is still a 
superb chocolate cookie recipe. 

Hannah’s 3 rd Note: Bittersweet chocolate is any chocolate with 60 percent 
cacao. 

Line your cookie sheets with parchment paper or baking paper. (I also took the 
precaution of spraying my parchment paper with Pam. With all the substitutions I 
made in the original recipe, I was afraid the cookies might stick.) 

Mix the flour, cocoa powders, baking soda, and salt together in a small bowl with a 
whisk. Whisk until they are evenly combined. 

Place the stick of salted butter in a microwave- safe bowl. Roughly chop the 
bittersweet chocolate and add it to the bowl with the butter. Melt in the microwave for 
1 minute at full power. 

Let the butter and chocolate mixture sit in the microwave for another minute and 
then attempt to stir it smooth. If it’s not yet melted enough to do this, heat it in the 
microwave in additional 20- second increments until you can stir it smooth. (You can 
also do this on the stovetop over low heat, but make sure to stir it constantly.) 

Stir the vanilla into the melted butter and chocolate mixture. Let it cool on the 
counter. 

Use an electric mixer to beat the eggs and sugar together at MEDIUM speed until 
the mixture is light yellow in color and fluffy. (This takes 3 to 4 minutes.) You can 
also do this by hand, but it takes some muscle. 

Turn the mixer down to LOW speed and slowly pour the chocolate and butter 
mixture into the mixer bowl. Mix this until it’s well combined. 

Leave the mixer on LOW speed, and sprinkle in the flour mixture. Mix until it is 
combined, but DO NOT over-mix. (This is like brownie batter. Mix it too much and 
it will lose its fluffiness.) 

Take the bowl out of the mixer and fold in the chocolate chips by hand. 

Scoop out rounded tablespoons of dough and drop them on the cookie sheets. (Lisa 
and I use a 2-Tablespoon cookie scoop to do this down at The Cookie Jar.) The 
cookies should be at least 2 inches apart, no more than 12 cookies to a regular size 



cookie sheet. 

Bake the cookies at 325 degrees F., for 12 to 13 minutes, or until the outside of the 
cookies are “set”, but the insides are still soft and slightly under-baked. (Just like 
brownies.) 

Remove the cookies from the oven and transfer the cookie sheets to a wire rack. 
Cool the cookies on the cookie sheets for 4 minutes. Then pull out the cookie sheet, 
leaving the cookies and parchment paper on the wire rack to completely cool. 

Store these cookies in an airtight container at room temperature. Julia says they are 
best enjoyed within a week, but I’m almost certain they won’t last even half that long! 

Yield: 2 and !4 to 3 dozen incredible chocolate cookies, depending on cookie size.

BUTTERSCOTCH BRICKLE BAR COOKIES 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


2 cups (no need to sift) all-purpose flour 

1 cup cold salted butter (2 sticks, V% pound) 

‘/2 cup brown sugar (pack it down when you measure it) 

2 sticks salted butter (1 cup, 8 ounces, Vi pound) 

1 cup brown sugar (pack it down when you measure it) 

% cup butterscotch ice cream topping (I used Smuckers) 

1 cup butterscotch chips (12-ounce package — I used Nestle) 



1 cup semi-sweet OR milk chocolate chips (I used Nestle) 

Vi cup finely chopped salted nuts (OPTIONAL — I used pecans, but any type of 
nut will do.) 


Line a 9-inch by 1 3-inch cake pan with heavy duty foil. Start with a big piece of foil 
so that you will have enough to go up the sides and leave little “ears” of foil sticking 
out. That way, when your bar cookies are cool, you can simply pull the foil up and lift 
them out of the pan. 

Spray the foil with Pam or another nonstick cooking spray. (You want to be able to 
peel it off later, after the bar cookies cool.) 

Put 1 cup of flour in the food processor. 

Cut 1 stick of cold salted butter into 8 pieces and arrange it over the flour in the 
food processor. 

Sprinkle the second cup of all-purpose flour over the chunks of butter in the food 
processor. 

Cut the second stick of cold salted butter into 8 pieces and arrange it over the flour 
in the food processor. 

Sprinkle the 14 cup of brown sugar over the chunks of butter. 

Process with the steel blade in an on and off motion until the resulting mixture looks 
like coarse cornmeal. 

Pour the mixture into the prepared cake pan and press it down with your impeccably 
clean palms or with the back of a metal spatula. 

Bake at 350 degrees F. for 15 minutes. Then remove from the oven and set the cake 
pan on a wire rack to cool, but DON’T SHUT OFF THE OVEN! 

Spray the inside of a /4-cup measuring cup with Pam or another nonstick cooking 
spray. (This will make for quick and easy removal when you pour in the 
butterscotch ice cream topping.) 

Pour or spoon the butterscotch ice cream topping into the measuring cup and have it 
ready at the side of the stovetop. 

Combine the butter with the brown sugar in a saucepan. Bring it to a boil over 
medium high heat on the stovetop, stirring constantly. (A full boil will have breaking 
bubbles all over the surface of the pan.) Boil it for exactly five (5) minutes, stirring 
it constantly. If it sputters too much, you can reduce the heat. If it starts to lose the boil, 
you can increase the heat. Just don’t stop stirring. 

When the time is up, pull the saucepan off the heat and onto a cold burner. Add the 
butterscotch sauce quickly and stir it in quickly. 

Pour this mixture over the baked crust as evenly as you can. 

Hannah’s Note: When I do this, I pour about 4 lines of hot brickie that run the 
length of the pan and then turn the pan to pour about 4 lines of hot brickie that 
run the width of the pan. If your lines of brickie don’t completely cover the crust, 
spread them out a bit with a heat-resistant rubber spatula. Work quickly before 
they harden too much. Don’t worry if there are some gaps. They will spread out a 



little when you bake them in the oven. 

Slide the pan into the oven and bake the bar cookies at 350 degrees F. for another 
10 (ten) minutes. 

While the pan of butterscotch brickie is baking, put the butterscotch chips and the 
chocolate chips in a bowl. Mix them together with your impeccably clean fingers. 

When the time is up, remove the pan from the oven and sprinkle the butterscotch and 
chocolate chip mixture over the top. Give the chips a minute or two to melt and then 
spread them out as evenly as you can with a heat-resistant rubber spatula, a wooden 
paddle, or a frosting knife. 

If you decided to use chopped nuts, sprinkle them on now while the chips are still 
soft. 

Slip the pan into the refrigerator and chill it thoroughly. 

When the pan has chilled, peel the foil from the cookies and break them into 
random- sized pieces. 

Yield: A whole cake pan full of yummy treats that are a cross between a cookie and 
a candy. 

Michelle says that when I make these, it always reminds her of Christmas.

GOLDEN RAISIN WHIPPERSNAPPER COOKIES 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F., rack in the middle position. 


For the Cookies: 


V 2 cup boiling water 
1 teaspoon brandy extract 

V 2 cup golden raisins (Andrea uses golden raisins , but you could use regular raisins if 
you prefer) 

1 large egg 

2 cups thawed, not frozen Cool Whip (measure this — Andrea said her tub of Cool Whip 
contained a little over 3 cups.) 

1 package (approximately 18 ounces) spice cake mix (Andrea used Duncan Hines) 


For Rolling Cookie Balls: 



‘/2 cup powdered (confectioner’s) sugar 
V 2 teaspoon ground cinnamon 


Either boil the half-cup of water on the stove and then pour it into a microwave- safe 
bowl OR heat the half-cup of water in a microwave- safe bowl (Andrea used a one- 
cup Pyrex measuring cup) for 60 seconds on HIGH. This might not be boiling, but it 
will be hot enough for your purposes. 

Add the brandy extract to your hot water. 

Sprinkle in the raisins and set the bowl on the counter while you prepare the cookie 
sheets. 

Chill 2 teaspoons from your silverware drawer by sticking them in the freezer. You 
want them really icy cold. This will make it a lot easier to form the cookies after the 
dough is mixed. 

Prepare your cookie sheets by spraying them with Pam or another nonstick cooking 
spray, or lining them with parchment paper, which you will then spray with Pam or 
another nonstick cooking spray. 

Whisk the egg in a large mixing bowl. 

Measure out 2 cups of Cool Whip and stir them into the egg. 

Check your raisins to see if they’ve plumped up. If they have, drain them and then 
pat them dry with a paper towel. If they haven’t plumped, give them a little more time 
before you drain them and dry them off. 

When your raisins are plumped and drained, add them to the mixing bowl and stir 
them in by hand. Mix very gently and don’t over- stir. You don’t want to stir all the air 
out of the Cool Whip. 

Sprinkle the cake mix over the top of your mixing bowl. Fold it in very gently, 
mixing only until everything is combined. The object here is to keep as much air in the 
cookie batter as possible. 

Place the V 2 cup of powdered sugar in a separate small bowl. (You don’t have to 
sift it unless it’s got big lumps.) 

Add the cinnamon to the bowl and stir it all up with a fork. Mix until the cinnamon 
is thoroughly combined with the sugar. 

Take your teaspoons out of the freezer and drop the cookie dough by chilled and 
rounded teaspoonftils into the bowl of powdered sugar and cinnamon. Roll the cookie 
dough ball around in the bowl with your fingers to coat it on all sides. 

Hannah’s 1st Note: Roll only one cookie dough ball at a time. If you roll too 
many at once, they’ll stick together and you’ll have a real mess. This dough is 
very sticky, so you must keep your fingers coated with the sugar-cinnamon 
mixture. 

Hannah’s 2nd Note: If you’re really having trouble with the sticky dough, 



refrigerate your mixing bowl and dough for one hour. Then take it out and try it 
again. If you do this, don’t forget to turn off your oven. You can preheat it again a 
few minutes before you take the cookie dough out of the refrigerator. 

Place each coated cookie dough ball on the cookie sheets you’ve prepared, 12 
cookies to each standard- size sheet. 

Bake the cookies at 350 degrees F. for 12 to 15 minutes, or until they are firm to the 
touch when tapped very lightly on the top with a fingertip. 

When the cookies have baked, take them out of the oven and let them cool on the 
cookie sheets for 2 minutes. Then remove them to a wire rack to cool completely. 

Hannah’s 3rd Note: If you used parchment paper, all you have to do is wait 2 
minutes and then pull the whole sheet of parchment paper onto a wire cooling 
rack. Just leave the Golden Raisin Whippers nappe rs on the parchment paper 
until they’re cool, and then simply peel them off. 

Yield: 3 to 4 dozen delicious cookies, depending on cookie size. 

Andrea likes these cookies even though she doesn ’t like raisins. I think it may 
be because of the brandy extract.

The Muffin Batter: 


% cup melted butter (1 and Vi sticks, 6 ounces) 

1 cup white (granulated) sugar 

2 beaten eggs (just whip them up in a glass with a fork) 

2 teaspoons baking powder 

‘A teaspoon salt 

1 cup fresh or frozen blueberries (no need to thaw if they’re frozen) 

2 cups plus one Tablespoon flour (no need to sift — pack it down in the cup when you 
measure it) 

Vi cup whole milk 

!4 cup apple pie filling (I used Comstock) 


The Crumb Topping: 


Vi cup sugar 



% cup flour 

% cup softened butter (V 2 stick) 


Grease the bottoms only of a 12-cup muffin pan (or line the cups with double 
cupcake papers — that’s what I do at The Cookie Jar.) Melt the butter. Mix in the 
sugar. Add the beaten eggs, baking powder, and salt. Mix it all up thoroughly. 

Put one Tablespoon of flour in a plastic food storage bag with your cup of fresh or 
frozen blueberries. Shake it gently to coat the blueberries and leave them in the bag on 
the counter for now. 

Add half of the remaining two cups of flour to your bowl and mix it in with half of 
the milk. Then add the rest of the flour and the rest of the milk. Mix thoroughly. 

Put the contents of the can of apple pie filling in a bowl and chop up the apples with 
a sharp knife. (You will want some apple pieces in each muffin so the pieces have 
to be fairly small.) Measure out A cup of pie filling and add it to your muffin batter. 
Stir it in thoroughly. 

Hannah’s Note: \bu will have approximately V 2 cup of apple pie filli ng left 
over. Put it in a small freezer bag, label the bag, and stick it in the freezer with 
the rest of the frozen blueberries that you didn’t use. Then you’ll have the fruits 
together the next time you want to make Blue Apple Muffins. 

Fold the frozen or fresh blueberries into your muffin batter. Mix gently so that the 
blueberries will stay intact. 

Fill the muffin tins three-quarters full and set them aside. If you have any batter left 
over, grease the bottom of a small tea-bread loaf pan and fill it with your remaining 
batter. 

To make the Crumb Topping, mix the sugar and the flour in a small bowl. Add the 
softened butter and use a fork or a knife to “cut” it into the dry ingredients until the 
resulting mixture is crumbly. (You can also do this in a food processor. Just layer 
the dry ingredients with chilled butter that you’ve cut into chunks, and then 
process it in an on-and-off motion with the steel blade until it looks like coarse 
cornmeal.) 

Fill the remaining space in the muffin cups with the crumb topping. Then bake the 
muffins in a 375 F. degree oven for 25 to 30 minutes. (If you had muffin batter left 
over and put it in a tea-bread pan, it should bake about 10 minutes longer than 
the muffins.) 

When your muffins are baked, set the muffin pan on a wire rack to cool for at least 
30 minutes. (The muffins need to cool in the pan for easy removal.) Then just tip 
them out of the cups and enjoy. 

These are wonderful when they’re slightly warm, but the apple and blueberry 
flavors will intensify if you store them in a covered container overnight.

YUMMY YAM COOKIES 
(Sweet Potato or Yam Cookies) 


Preheat oven to 350 degrees F, rack in the middle position. 



!4 cup (1 stick, 8 Tablespoons, 4 ounces) salted butter, softened 

1 and ‘/2 cups brown sugar (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 

2 large eggs 

4 teaspoons baking powder (that’s 1 Tablespoon and 1 teaspoon) 

Vi teaspoon nutmeg (freshly grated is best) 

1 teaspoon ground ci nna mon 1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

1 teaspoon lemon zest (zest is the yellow part of the lemon peel, finely grated) 

1 and % cups mashed yams or sweet potatoes (You can buy these in the 
produce department, cook, peel, and mash your own OR use canned yams 
that you drain, pat dry, and mash.) 

2 and !4 cups all-purpose flour (pack it down in the cup when you measure it) 
% cup chopped dried papaya (If you can ’t find this in your store, you can 

substitute chopped and dried almost anything — I’ve used chopped and 
dried dates, chopped and dried apricots, and chopped and dried candied 
ginger — all were delicious) 

Vi cup chopped pecans 

Approximately 30 marshmallows, cut in half horizontally (I used kitchen 
scissors dipped in water to cut these.) 


Hannah’s 1 st Note: This is much easier if you use an electric mixer, but you can 
also mix up the cookie dough by hand. 

In a medium-sized bowl, beat the softened butter and the brown sugar together until 
they are light and fluffy. 

Add the eggs, one at a time, mixing them in thoroughly. 

Mix in the baking powder, nutmeg, cinnamon, and vanilla extract. Beat until 
everything is well blended. 

Mix in the lemon zest. 

Once your yams or sweet potatoes are mashed, measure out one and a quarter cups. 
Add them to your mixing bowl and blend them in. 

Add the flour a half-cup at a time, mixing after each addition. 

Mix in the dried papaya and the half-cup of chopped pecans. 

If the cookie dough is too sticky to work with, cover it with a piece of plastic wrap, 
pressing it down around the dough itself, and refrigerate it for one hour. (Overnight is 
fine, too.) 

Hannah’s 2 nd Note: If you decided to refrigerate your dough, don’t forget to 
shut off your oven and preheat it again right before you take your chilled cookie 
dough out of the refrigerator. 

Prepare your cookie sheets by spraying them with Pam or another nonstick cooking 
spray or lining them with parchment paper and spraying that. 

Drop the cookie dough by rounded Tablespoon onto the cookie sheet, 12 cookies to 
a sheet. (Lisa and I use a 2-Tablespoon scooper down at The Cookie Jar when we 
make these.) 



Use the back of a small spoon or your impeccably clean thumb to make an 
indentation in the center of each dough mound. 

Press a half-marshmallow, cut side down, into the indentation. 

Bake the Yummy Yam Cookies for 10 to 12 minutes, or until the side of the cookie 
feels firm when lightly touched with a fingertip. 

Cool the cookies on the baking sheet for 2 minutes and then transfer them to a wire 
rack to cool completely. 

Yield: Approximately 5 dozen soft and tasty cookies, depending on cookie size. 

Hannah’s 3 rd Note: Andrea says Tracey’s friends love these because of the 
marshmallows and they don’t realize they’re eating vegetables that are good for 
them.

EASY PRALINES 







1 cup buttermilk 

2 and !4 cups white (granulated) sugar 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

2 Tablespoons dark corn syrup (I used Karo Dark) 

Vi cup salted butter (1 stick, 4 ounces, 'A pound) at room temperature 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 



1 cup pecan pieces OR 1 cup pecan halves (Halves are fancier, but also more 
expensive.) 


Before you start, get out a 4-quart saucepan and spray the inside with Pam or 
another nonstick cooking spray Make sure to spray the sides of the saucepan. Get out 
your candy thermometer. Place the thermometer inside the saucepan with the sliding 
clamp on the outside. Slide the thermometer through the clamp until it’s approximately 
one-half inch from the bottom of the pan. (If the bulb touches the bottom of the pan, 
your reading will be wildly off) 

Take the candy thermometer out of the pan, making sure you don’t move the sliding 
clamp. You’ll be attaching it again later. 

In the saucepan, on a cold burner, combine the buttermilk, white sugar, baking soda, 
and dark corn syrup. Stir the mixture until it is smooth. 

Hannah’s 1 st Note: If you do this step ahead of time and let everything come 
up to room temperature in the saucepan, it will take only 3 minutes or so to come 
to the boil and you’ll cut your standing at the stove and stirring time in half. 

Turn your burner on MEDIUM HIGH heat. STIR the candy mixture CONSTANTLY 
until it boils. (This will take about 6 minutes if you decided NOT to let the 
ingredients come up to room temperature, so pull up a stool and get comfortable 
while you stir.) 

When the mixture boils, move the saucepan to a cold burner, but don’t turn off the 
hot burner. You’ll be getting right back to it. 

Add the butter to your candy mixture and stir it in. Stir until the butter is melted. 

Carefully attach the candy thermometer to the pan again, making sure it hasn’t 
moved up or down from its earlier position. Wiggle it slightly to make sure it’s not 
scraping the bottom of the pan. 

Slide the saucepan back on the hot burner and watch it cook. STIRRING IS NOT 
NECESSARY FROM THIS POINT ON. Just give it a little mix when you feel like it. 
Pull up a stool and relax. Enjoy a cup of coffee while you wait for the candy 
thermometer to come up to the 240 degree F. mark. (240 degrees F. is the soft ball 
stage in candy making.) 

When your thermometer reaches 240 degrees F., give the pan a final stir, turn off the 
burner, and remove your saucepan from the heat. Stir in the vanilla extract. (This 
could sputter a bit so be careful.) 

Let the pan cool on a wire rack or a cold burner for 10 minutes. (If it’s a hot day 
and it’s hot in your kitchen, you ’d better give it 15 minutes.) 

While your candy cools, lay out sheets of wax paper on a cutting board or a bread 
board. Then sit down and relax until the cooling time is up. 

When your praline mixture has cooled the required number of minutes, beat it with a 
wooden spoon until it loses its glossy look and thickens. (My candy took 
approximately 5 minutes to reach this stage.) 

Quickly stir in the pecans. 



Use a tablespoon from your silverware drawer to drop the Easy Pralines on the wax 
paper. Don’t worry if your pralines are not of a uniform size. Once your guests taste 
them, they’ll be hunting for the bigger pieces. 

Yield: 2 dozen of the best pralines you’ve ever tasted. 

Hannah’s 2 nd Note: Andrea adores this candy. She asks me to make it for her 
every Christmas. Michelle likes it too, but she wants me to substitute a teaspoon 
of maple extract for the vanilla extract. She’s made it that way and she says it 
tastes a lot like the candy we used to get from Canada that was shaped like little 
maple leaves. Mother loves this candy, but she wants me to try dipping it in 
melted chocolate. That doesn’t surprise me. Mother is a confirmed chocoholic.

To make this drink you will need a martini glass, a martini shaker OR a pitcher filled with ice, and 
a drink strainer. 


The Rimming Mixture: 



!4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 

% teaspoon ground nutmeg (use the store-bought kind — it’s ground finer than if you 
grate it) 

% cup white (granulated) sugar 


The Drink: 


2 ounces of Tito’s Handmade Vodka 

1 ounce Triple Sec 

% ounce fresh lemon juice 

2 ounces Torani Blackberry Syrup (or fresh or frozen blackberry puree) 


The Garnish: 

blackberry as a garnish 


Mix the cinnamon, nutmeg and sugar together in a saucer or small salad plate that is 
slightly larger than the rim of your martini glass. (I used the cap of my flour jar 
turned upside down to do this — it fit perfectly.) 

Dip your impeccably clean fingertip in a bit of lemon juice and run it around the rim 
of the martini glass. ( The object here is to make it wet on top of the rim so the 
rimming mixture will stick.)
